The iuBur- 
geot leader, CaaalM, has been killed, 
and his body hat been identified. 
The insnrgeuts lost two more killed, 
li.iil lour wounded, and the troops cap- 
tured 10 saddle lioi.scs. Tho insurgents 
were compelled to retire, and in their 
retreat lost mauj dead and woanded. 
The band is now iu flight. The troops 
lost 2 killed and had II wounded dur- 
ing the enxagemeat. 

At Quiyican, near Havana, the in- 
snrgeuts have raibed a small baud of 
men.

— Lillie and Laura 
Moore, bisters, daughters of a farmer in 
tlie mouniaiiis uf Kaburu county, Ga., 
were kilUtd tiuuday by their con.sin, 
Seymour Keener. Four yeiud ago 
Keener fell iu love with his uouum 
Lillie Moore. The girl rebnked Keener's 
advances, i^'or two years he endeavored 
to pay her attentious, but finally she 
made him desist. / Ever since he has 
beeu threatening ner life. 

Sunday afteruoou the two sisters, 
now young ladies of 19 aud 17 re- 
spectively, started from their home in 
f.hn valley to visit a ueighbor, who 
lives a few tmles awav. They drove 
past Keeuer'ii home going, aud Keener 
saw them. Shortly aftar he loaded 
two pistols, took taoo whiob hs had in 
the house, bude.his sisters goodby aud 
started dir. 

Half way between hi* home and that 
of the neighbor whom hit ooai^n* were 
vifittng Keener bid in some bngbeii by 
the mountain road. In the course of an 
hour ihe - ladies . annroaehed, returning 
to their home, Keener mahed out ou 
them Yrtth bptlt swrolvers drawu. Mim 
Laura, perceiving her sister's danger, 
rushed between her and.Kf ener. 

8he pleaded for her ctalar's life, aud 
throwing her arms about Lillie's . body, 
declared that she would die bef or Lilile 
should be harmed. Keeuer tried to tear 
Laura away, but failing in this, placed 
the muzxle of a pistol to the brave girl's 
head and shot her dead. "Tlien he 
turned his weapon on the older sister, 
LiUie, and sent seven bullets into her

Am Account of the l>i<:istrr ftf Vattsd 
StHtee Consul Kii|{«ue Itattle, 

Washinqton, June 25.— An aooonnt 
of the wreck of the Colima has reach' d 
the state departaient from Uiiiti d 

btate.s Consul EuKeae Battle at Ac- 
pulco, Mex., dated .June 8. Hu trans- 
inits till' statt'iiifiit of Mr. C'.iiibur^', 
corrolior.itfd liy thrc'.' other pas>eu,'jeis 
and two seaiueu, saving? tlie wind and 
heavy sea was the cause of the wrock, 
and pniliably a leak iu tlie vessfil. 
Twenty-one porsons were picked up oy 
the San Juan and 10 wiio went ashore 
on life raits were taken eare of hy tur 
governor of (.'oliuui. Two ^lexican 
steamers reiidured prompt service. U;io 
hundred and sixty-five perscm.s were 
lost and 'M were waved, aud the uuusul 
believes that but little moreMf tha miss- 
iug will ever bo known. 

Mr. Chilberg of Seattle says that the 
Colima putting out from Manzauillo at 
6 o'clock ou May M experienced heavy 
weather, making ouly about » knots all 
night and laboring heavily. About 40 
miles from port and 10 ti> 15 miles from 
shore, there came a terrible wiiu. ; no 
one could stay on dock. He thinks tlie 
otUcers were trjring to put tlio ship 
about to return to port wheu she was 
struck by a heavy sw^ell at a critical 
time with such fwoa that she oapsiaed 
and sank,in 10 minutaa in loO fatnoma 
of water. « 

Cbilb«rg waa wadied overboard, 
caught a lifeboat with fuor*others, and 
got ashore after being in the water Ittf 
hoars. He thinks 'the steamer sprang u 
leak, as she listed more and more before 
the accident, and never seemed to re- 
cover herself in the least. One of the 
xiafta-bad eight men it, bnt the sea 
waa so rougn that tha rait made thr^ 
oomplate ravdlntiona. loiiug a man 
•very time, laaving five who made 
shore. ' 

l^he people ashore received them with 
tbe.greatest kin4na«s, giving them iqod, 
water and the be«t accommodations 
their humble abodes could provide. At 
Colima the governor proviaad tl^aip 
with food aud clothing aud gave them 
transpoitatiou to Manzauillo.

Sir William Harcourt Haid that the 
government woUd hold otficeouly no til 
their soocessora had been appoiuted, 
aud he, therefore, would move that the 
hoose adjourn, but it waa indlspensuble 
befoiys tnis was done that the Bering 
sea bill be passed, iu order that it mig.it 
receive the royal assent. 

At the oonclnsion of the remarks the 
Bering sea bill passed its tliird reading. 
Dr. Tanner, member for Middle Cork, 
alone objecting, ou the grouud that he 
wonld object to any bill the house 
while the Irish land bill was dormant.

IN THE HO USE OF LORDS. 

Loril Roeabery Maltee the Anuoaucenieirt 
tu That Ito<ly. 

London, June — There w(!re fev. 
peers in the }iouse of lords when the pre- 
mier. Lord Rosebery, rose at 3:35 p. m. 
to Announce* the reaignation of the 
cabinet. • 

The Prince of Wales, the Duke of 
York and the Duke of Cambridge sat o;i 
the cross benches. The Marquis o: 
Salisbnry was Absent at Windsor, where 
he had .gone in answer to the commaud 
of the queen. The galleries were crowd- 
ed with peeresses and a number of tbi> 
members of ths house of cominons were 
present in order to hear the statemi^ni 
of the retiring premier. Lord llOsebery. 
amid d<;' p : iience, said: 

"I desire t<j make a very brief state- 
ment, which tho house has undoubti aiy 
anticipated. After the vote of tin- 
house of commons on Friday, which 
was praoticiUly a vote of censure to tlie 
secretary of war on a (luestion of na- 
tional defence immediately after there 
had been laid before the house a gr at 
sc li.'in.' 1'ir military organizatMii. t u' 
guveiiiuH'Ut felt it tlieir duty lo pl.;f.> 
their re.s guatMns in the hands ot tiie 
(jui'cn; till ii' resignations were acn j.ie.i, 
and the govrriimcnt will mil', h.i.d .iliie" 
until their sacuessors aie appointed."

goverui^eul bond r^ndicate. The gold 
was taken to the Kew York assay otUce 
for examination and in a day or two 
will be deposited in the United States 
subtreasury iu payment of bonds. The 
treasury books will show this increase 
in u day or two aud at least before the 
1st of July. _ _

The •'sound money"' drlepates an- 
nounce ex-t ' lUgn s-iuan ^S'. .1. .Stone as 
their canibdaio for tempoiary eiiair- 
man. Tliey say Judge Beckifr is 
Blackburirs man, wlio, at the Win- 
chester convention la.>t week, oppo.sed 
the iudorsement ot ( Icvcland aud Car- 
lisle. They will in.i.ve a test ou the 
vote between Beckuer and Stone, the 
latter being popular with some silver- 
ites and Hairdm men. Meantime the 
conservatives want both Becknei aud 
Stone to promise to appoint one silver 
man aud one gold mau as members at 
large of the committee on resolutions, 
and, iu fact, to divide equally the mem- 
bers at large on all the committees. 

Senator Blackburn, who haa more at 
stake at this convention than any of the 
state candidates and more even than 
Secretary Carlisle, waa disposed to con- 
cede to the conservative plan of an 
equal division of the members at large 
ou each Of the committees, but the ra£- 
cal silver men oppos e d it and a meeting 
of the silver men was aooordingly 
oaUad. 

Th« contest between the adalaiatra- 
tion and anti-administration dalegatea 
has been more Utter than ever. Tha 
fighting is for tha temporary organiia- 
^oh with a view to securing the chatr- 
man. two membatv at large of the com* 
mittee on resolutions, and oon trolling 
the rules and order of buainess ao that 
nominationa shall be made before the 
platform is adopted. As General Hardin 
claims enough votes to nominate him, 
tlie "honest money" delegates want tha 
platform adopted first. 

There are some delegates instructed 
for Hardin who are opposed to free coin- 
age. General Haidm is reported to 
have said he wonld insist on a free sil- 
ver platform, aud when seen be de- 
clined to deuy it. His friends claim 
that he could not ruu ou a Carlisle r^T 
udministratiou platform after the can- 
vass he has made with Blackburn and 
others on the free coinage issue. 
||Tliere is a conservative element want- 
ing the cuiivention to le.ittirm the na- 
tional platform of Ih'.i-,', aud go no 
further on the linanci.il question, but 
tlio silverites say that would imply au 
indorsement of the administration. 
Senator Blackburn favors the reafltrm- 
ing of the pl.ttform of 18(»'J, with au 
additional athriuation that the pledges 
of l^!l•,; h.ive not been fullilled by Presi- 
dent Cleveland and Secretary Carlisle. 

The conservatives argue if General 
Hardin is nominated and so controls 
the convention as to jirevent the re- 
utfirming of the national declar.it ions of 
18!)2, that the state ticket and platform 
would be out.-ide of the party and that 
there might be some justifications of 
the threatened bolt of the ultra-gold 
men. 

The conservatives hope to have the 
balance of jxiwer in the convention, 
but they evidently have very little in- 
fluence in the lighting that is going on 
now for the chairmanship ana control 
of the committees. 

It will hv fighting to a finish wheu 
the district delegations meet to select 
vice presidents and members of tha 
oommittees and when the coBvaatiOD 
aasembles there will be a general an- 
gagement at the start. 

The state committee does not name 
the temporary chairman for this con- 
vention in advance. Chairman Carroll 
of the state Committee holds the gavel 
till the convention selects its temporary 
chairman, and the first thing in cnvler is 
the electiou of temporary officers, on 
which at this time depends the AM* of 
senatorial, gubernatorial and o^iir «■&• 
didates aud tha matalllo oumplesioti of 
the platform.

The rain extended over the 
greater part o( the dark tobacco prodnclnf sic- 
tlona, furnishing a splendid tobacco plaating 
season. Theburley territory tributary to Louis- 
villa had flna rains and the ftaniplantlns in 
that lectton may be ooneldered as having been 
precUeally completed. In the bnrley district 
north and east ot Usington, Uiclndlng the 
Mason County section and extreme Sutern 
Kentucky counties, the fain wasoot general or 
heavy, lu many places not tflbrdiog a good 
transplanting season and in these districts the 
planting, at this date, is far below the average 
crop aud with a po )r stand aud in BUUiy neigh- 
borhoods a scarcity of plants.

Ifew York, New Haven and Hartford 
Oflicials Pleased With 
the Trials. 



Nantaskkt, Mass., June 21.— A new 
•electric locomotive had a test over the 
Nantasket Beach branch of the New 
Yorii, Aew Haven and Hartford rail- 
road last ni^ht. There is jjreat secrecy 
maintained as to the construction of the 
locomotive, which performed in a way 
which gratifies the otticials of tlie com- 
pany, the locomotive running from the 
power station to Pemberton and back 
without a single hitch. On spurts the 
engine made forty-five and fifty miles an 
hour w ith ease, and the possibilities of 
the electric current were shown to an 
extent never before known to railroad 
men. 

The first locomotive which was used, 
and which weighed 16,000 pounds, was 
oquipped with four motors, and the sec- 
ond with two motois, but both trials 
were equally satisfcctory. The success 
of the experiment was more marked, in 
vie^ of the fact that the average power 
used was only 600 volts, whereas in full 
working order it is intended to run under 
a pressure of 760 volts. Before the formal 
opening of the road, which will be within 
the next two weelu, it is asserted that 
one of the locomotives will show a speed 
of over sixty miles an hour on trial.
